EU Egg Products Guidelines for the Completion of FSIS letterhead Certificate

Note: These guidelines are provided for completion of export certificates for egg products ONLY. The title
Veterinary certificate for egg products is the official title provided by the European Commission.

NOTE: The EU has added one notable statement for egg products to the new certificate. The new statement
certifies that the egg products have:

come from an establishment implementing a programme based on the
HACCP principles in accordance with Regulation (EC) No 852/2004.

Significantly, the EU has informed FSIS that, based upon a comparative evaluation of processing
requirements, it has determined that the egg product regulatory controls contained in FSIS’ regulations, 9
CFR 590.500 through 590.575, meet the same level of protection as EU HACCP-related requirements
contained in Regulation (EC) No 852/2004.

The official USDA egg products mark of inspection confirms a “programme based on the HACCP
principles” and all other certification statements. Therefore, inspection program personnel should sign the
letterhead certificate with this statement.

Egg product processing establishments are not, at this time, required to have HACCP plans, to have
conducted a hazard analysis, or comply with other FSIS HACCP-related requirements.
